New Jersey Undecided 
Trenton, Oct. I (AP)—Governor 
A. Harry Moore today Enounced 
that New Jersey probably would 
move for the extradition of Bruno 
Hauptm ann 
before

on an extortion indictment. 
“Much depends on our position," 
the governor said, however, at a 
conference with newspaper report­ 
ers.
